Lamar’s Case to Be Dis 
cussed Next Week. 


YESTERDAY’S 
LEGISLATION 


Report of the Committee on Elec 
tions Regarding: the Red­ 
stone Claim.

W a s h in g t o n , January 13.—In the 
Senate, the bill to create and pay to 
the several States and Territories and 
the District of Columbia all moneys 
collected under the direct tax of Au­ 
gust, 1861, was taken up, the question 
being on a verbal am endm ent by 
•Hoar, when the bill was up some 
days ago. 
After a general debate which lasted 
over an hour, Iiiddleberger made a 
m otion to go into executive session, 
his 
purpose 
being 
to 
forward 
the 
action 
on 
the 
nomination 
of Lamar. 
The motion was lost 
by a tie vote, division being upon 
party lines, except th a t Riddleberger 
voted with the Democrats. 
A few 
m inutes later he renewed his motion, 
stating th at it was his understanding 
th at thero was an agreem ent that the 
Senate should go into executive ses­ 
sion to-day. The motion was lost this 
tim e by 26 to 20. 
A m ajority of the 
Senators do not understand that thero 
was any agreem ent for an executive 
session to-day, but on the contrary 
th at there was a tacit acquiescence 
th a t no action should be attem pted 
until Monday on the Lam ar m atter 
and Cabinet nominations. 
The votes of to-day are not held to 
have any significance or bearing upon 
the result in the Lam ar case, since 
some of Lam ar’s friends abstained 
from voting iu consequence of what 
they understood to be the tacit un­ 
derstanding of yesterday. 


THE REVENUE QUESTION. 
The direct tax bill was then laid 
aside, and Vance proceeded to ad­ 
dress the Senate on the resolution 
offered by Brown, proposing to abolish 
N ational revenue taxation. 
Vance said that the lines had been 
draw n closely by the President’s mes­ 
sage on the subject of surplus anti 
taxation. 
The contest had to be 
fought out squarely, and the question 
decided unequivocally on its m erits. 
The question was should taxation bo 
enforced for the support of the Gov­ 
ernm ent or for the enrichm ent of pri­ 
vate individuals. 
He declared that 
the central theory on tariff was in 
equity, and he was opposed to the 
whole thing out and out. 
He should 
not vote to put anything on the free 
list tax on which was pure revenue; 
he should strive earnestly to reach 
taxation on the necessaries of life, 
and he should discriminate against 
nothing except luxuries, and in favor 
of the helpless and unprotected. The 
resolution was laid aside. 


NEW DILLS HROUQIIT UP. 
Senator Plum b introduced a bill 
declaring forfeited all lands, except 
the right of way granted States to 
assist railway construction; 
such 
lands, however, to be open for settle­ 
m ent under the homestead laws. 
Senator Stewart offered an am end­ 
m ent to the bill for the investm ent of 
certain funds in the Treasury, pro­ 
viding that persons may deposit at 
any mint or assay office gold or silver 
bullion, receiving certificates therefor 
in denom inations of not more than 
$2000 nor less than $1000. 
Sherman offered an am endm ent to 
the Deficiency Appropriation bill, 
allowing <> per cent, interest from the 
tim e the deficiency bill of last Con­ 
gress failed to pass. 
The Blair 
Educational bill was 
taken up, and constitutional argum ent 
made against it by Gray. 
After some 
little debate, participated in by Gray 
and George, the bill went over as un­ 
finished business, and the Senate 
adjourned until Monday.

W a s h in g to n , January 13j—In the 
House to-day, H atch, of M issouri, re­ 
ported a bill making an appropriation 
to carry into effect the act to establish 
experim ental agricultural stations. 
The bill relating to permissable 
m a rk s; of writing or printing, 
second, third and fourth class m atter 
in the mails was taken up and passed, 
and the house went into committee of 
the whole, H atch, of M issouri, in the 
chair, on the private calendar. 
One 
private bill passed and the committee 
rose. 
Mills, of Texas, then moved an ad­ 
journm ent until Monday, which was 
lost. 
Morrow, of California, from the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, re­ 
ported a joint resolution appropri­ 
ating $50,000 to enable the Govern­ 
m ent to participate in the International 
Exhibition to be held at Melbourne 
in April, 1888. 
Referred to th e com­ 
mittee of the whole. 
CONTESTED CASES. 
The assignm ent of the hearings of 
the election cases was made to-day, 
and the contests of Sullivan and Fel­ 
ton and Lynch and Vandever are at 
the foot of the list and probably will 
not be settled until late in the ses­ 
sion. 
Crisp, of Georgia, C hairm an of the 
Committee on Elections, presented a 
report upon the case of A. E . Red­ 
stone, claim ing to be elected to Con­ 
gress from the Fifth California Dis­ 
trict. The House Calendar Comm it­ 
tee finds th a t as Redstone served no 
notice or contest and filed no evi­ 
dence, there is not sufficient founda­ 
tion to w arrant a contest. 
ADJOURNMENT AGAIN ADVOCATED. 
H atch rising said that in view o* 
the fact th at Mills had stated to 
several gentlemen th at there would be 
no session to-morrow he would 
like 
the vote by which the house had re­ 
fused to adjourn over reconsidered, 
b ut Mills interposed an objection and 
again subm itted a motion to adjourn 
until Monday am id derisive laughter 
from the Republicans. This time Mills 
was successful, H atch himself voting 
in the affirmative, and the motion was 
carried, yeas 116, nays 103. 
The 
House then adjourned. 


NETAL MEN. 


T h ey Object to a H edu ction off the 
D uty o n Ore. 
C l e v e l a n d , Ohio, January 13.— 
The annual meeting of the Western 
Iron Ore Association to-day adopted a 
memorial to Congress remonstrating 
against the removal or reduction of 
the duty on ore. 
After reciting the 
immense interests involved in iron 
and the transportation of it and its 
products, the memorial declared that 
if the duty was lowered it would close 
m any mines. 
It is also claimed that 
the present duty, 75 cents per ton, was 
insufficient to allow competition with 
foreign markets. 


Dlwputcd T erritory. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 13.—Repre­ 
sentative Chipm an, oi Michigan, has 
laid before Secretary Bayard the com­ 
plaint of S. F. Tolsma, a citizen of 
that State, alleging that his nets have 
been seized anu lie has been unlaw­ 
fully deprived, by Canadian authori­ 
ties, of a right in the St. Mary’s river. 
The trouble arises out of a dispute as 
to the boundary line between the two 
countries. 


(Julio An I n n o v a tio n . 
S a l t L a k e , January 13.—Two bills 
providing for the punishm ent of biga­ 
my and polygamy, virtually reenact­ 
ing the Congressional legislation con­ 
tained in the Edmunds-Tucker law, 
were introduced in the Legislative 
House this afternoon. They are the 
first steps toward following the recom­ 
mendations of Governor W est’s mes­ 
sage.

M ilw a u k e e , W is., January 1 3 .- 
Specials from the interior of the State 
show that many cities are completely 
shut off from railway communication 
with the outside world. 
At Superior 
no mails have been received for 36 
hours. 
The thermometer registered 
27 bciow zero this morning, and all 
trains on the Northern Pacific are 
snow-bound or abandoned. No trains 
have readied Madison since yester­ 
day. 


BAD FOR TRAFFIC. 
St. P a u l , January 13.—W eather 
reports early this morning from vari­ 
ous points along the railroad were 
discouraging and it was decided to 
abandon running trains. It is thought 
th at some of the branch lines in 
Minnesota and Dakota will lie closed 
for six weeks. 
It is feared the worst 
is to come. The wind is blowing 
hard on all the lines to-day and the 
cuts are being filled as fast as they 
are cleaned out. The storm of yester­ 
day is now raging in Iowa, and a 
storm is expected to strike Minnesota 
on Sunday, in which case there is no 
telling w hat the result will be. It is 
raging in Idaho to-day with the ther­ 
mometer at various points along the 
N orthern Pacific as low as 10 degrees 
below zero. 
MANITOBA REPORTS 
From the Northwest indicate a cold 
wave with a high wind coming from 
that direction. 
In fact things look so 
dubious that railroad men will not 
venture an opinion when traffic will 
be resumed. 
Each line is putting 
forth every exertion to keep the Chi­ 
cago lines open, but even that is 
almost an impossibility. 
At noon to-day no trains had come 
. 
At Fergus Falls, Minn., the ther­ 
mometer is 30 degrees below zero. 
All the schools are closed. 
At D uluth, M inn., yesterday after­ 
noon’s St. Paul trains got in this 
morning. 
No Northern Pacific trains 
have arrived or departed. 
At Clear Lake, M inn., the north and 
south-bound Northern Pacific trains 
are snowed in. 
At Crockton there has been no train 
for two days. I t began blowing yes­ 
terday, and piled the snow in drifts 
eighteen feet high. 
At Fargo the storm yesterday was 
the worst in eight years, with the 
mercury 47 degrees below zero and a 
hurricane blowing. 
The 
Jamestown and 
Northern 
branch of the Northern Pacific Í3 en­ 
tirely stopped this morning. 
The 
blizzard’s force is now mostly spent, 
and trains wi.l soon be running regu­ 
larly. 
GENERAL SUFFERING. 
M in n e a p o lis , January 13.—Reports 
from all over the Northwest indicate 
th at the prevailing blizzard is the 
worst and most extended of the sea­ 
son. 
Its area of operations is from 
the Rockies to Luke Michigan, hut 
Minnesota and Dakota are the worst 
sufferers. On the roads running west 
from here ull freights are abandoned 
and passenger trains run at long in­ 
tervals, though every effort is made 
to keep them moving. 


FURIOUS GALES BLOWING. 


F a u l k t o n , Dak., January 13.—The 
most terrific storm over witnessed in 
this latitude has been upon us for the 
last forty-eight hours. 
It readied its 
worst yesterday, and from 10 o’clock 
until dark tlxere was not ten minutes 
that buildings on the opposite side of 
the street could be seen. The air 
was full of snow and the wind blow­ 
ing a gale from northeast. The m er­ 
cury gradually dropped from about 10 
above to 16 below. 
At dark last 
night the teachers and most of the 
school of two lower departm ents of 
our school were compelled to rem ain 
in the schoolroom all night, provisions 
being carried to them . 
Ropes were 
stretched from the corner of Main 
street to the echoolhouse, enabling 
those carrying provisions to go and 
come with safety.

O m a h a , January 13.—The effect of 
the present storm in Omaha has been 
most disastrous. 
Frederick Elleu, a 
cigarmaker, was found frozen to death 
at 3 o’clock this morning w ithin a 
block of his boarding-house.

about 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
and have not been heard of since. 
A large num ber of people went over 
to Council Blufts yesterday, and last 
night it was reported that a number 
had been lost in the snow iu attem pt­ 
ing to return. 
All have been ac­ 
counted for, however, except one 
young lady, and it is feared that she 
has perished. 
The therm om eter is 
sixteen degrees below zero to-night 
and rapidly falling.

Heath is missing, and J. H. Clapp has 
been discovered badly frozen, he hav­ 
ing been out all night wandering on 
the prairie. The elevator of Archie 
& Howe has burned down with 13,000 
bushels of grain. 
Other minor casu­ 
alties are reported.

Sexton, of San Jose, 
stated th at he wished to correct an 
opinion which he had heard inti 
mated, which was to the effect that 
this delegation of insurance men im­ 
plied a th reat on the part of in­ 
surance 
companies 
to 
pull 
out 
of what some <J6ople were pleased to 
call a “ five-story city with a two-story 
fire departm ent.” fcaid he, there are 
gentlemen here that represent $150,­ 
000,000 of capital, and we are ready 
to take up sny of the policies held by 
a withdrawing company. 
We realize 
that you have not such a fire depart­ 
ment as a city of this proportion 


should have, but we further wish it 
understood that we fnlly comprehend 
the marvelous 
growth experienced 
and the impossibility of a department 
keeping pace with it. 
Mr. Cofrom, Mr. E. D. Farnsworth 
and other gentleme.i from San Fran­ 
cisco, expressed themselves as being 
well pleased, after examination, with 
the Fire I )eparment, stating that they 
felt assured of its efficiency, but they 
had discovered the water supply to 
be totally inadequate. Chief M onarity 
stated th a t he considered the supply 
am ple 
if 
there 
was 
a 
way 
provided 
by 
which 
it 
could 
be utilized. 
H e 
advocated that 
the m ain of the Citizens’ Water Com­ 
pany on the hills be connected by a 
ten-inch pipe witli the twenty-two 
inch m ain on Main street. 
Mayor 
W orkman and Mr. H umphreys cor­ 
dially invited the visitors to express 
themselves freely as to the needs cf 
the city, assuring them that any sug­ 
gestions they should be pleased to 
make would be thoughtfully consid­ 
ered by the Board, which was anxious 
to do everything in its power to fur­ 
ther the interests ol the city in more 
perfectly protecting the property of 
citizens against fire, Mr. Sexton in­ 
formed the Board that the rate ad­ 
juster of the Pacific Insurance Union, 
Mr. Stillman, would be in the city 
to-day, and after consulting with that 
gentleman they would be pleased to 
meet the Board at any time they 
would designate and confer with them. 
The question of engines was brought 
up, but no particular manufacture 
was recommended. 
The expression 
was that in a city such as Ixjs Angeles 
is both heavy and light engines should 
be in the service, as where one would 
be required another would be useless. 
The ordinance prohibiting firemen 
from driving through tbe streets at a 
greater rate of speed than eight miles 
jer hour was heartily and unanimous- 
y condemned.

TO 
LIGHT ’ MONROVIA. 


A P r o p o M itio u t o I ’m E le c t r i c i t y . 
There is a proposition on foot to 
light Monrovia with electricity. 
On 
Saturday last W. E. Dennison, mana­ 
ger of the Electric Development Com­ 
pany of this city, visited Monrovia 
and Saw Pit Cafion to inspect the 
water supply and the chances offered 
for securing the requisite power. 
In a conversation with Mr. Denni 
son lie informed us that with a fall of 
eighty feet, which could easily be 
secured, and 
using a twelve-inch 
turbine wheel, a 
192-horse power 
could be secured. 
Such a wheel 
would use 50 square inches of water 
and 1503 cubic feet of water would pass 
through it per m inute,the wheel m ak­ 
ing 905 revolutions in that time. This 
192-horse power would be sufficient to 
rim 2300 
16-candle power lam ps; 
more than would be required at the 
present time. The estimated cost of 
putting in the flume, wneel, wires and 
masts would not exceed $15,000, and 
might be much less. This would be 
with 750 lamps. The expense of con­ 
ducting such a plant after it was once 
established would be slight, requir­ 
ing the services of two men, one to 
take charge of the works and the 
other to attend to the business. Aside 
from this there would only be the in­ 
terest on the cost of the plant and a 
slight outlay for possible wear or 
damage to the system. 
It would be 
safe to estimate that electric light 
thus furnished would be as cheap as 
gas at $1 per 1000 feet.

At a m eeting held by the Demo- 
catic City Central Committee Friday 
evening, January 13, 1888, at the 
office of W m .

Tenders Invited for a Suit­ 
able Buildimg. 


THE 
PRESENT 
SITUATION. 


Ail Increase o f the Staff and B etter 


A ccom m odations U rgen tly 
Needed. 


The present quarters occupied by 
th e Postoffice Departm ent have proved 
so totally inadequate that it has been 
decided to move into another and 
more suitable building as soon as the 
desired accommodation can be ob­ 
tained. For this purpose, tenders 
were invited, returnable on Thursday 
last, and with a view of ascertaining 
w hat proposals had been m ade, a 
H e r a l d reporter called at Mr. Breuss’ 
office yesterday afternoon. 
H e found 
th a t gentlem an hard at work, as usu­ 
al, and was subsequently introduced 
to the Postoffice Inspector, through 
whoso hands all applications must 
pass. An inquiry by the scribe as to 
w hat offers liad been made elicited 
the following rep ly: 
“ We are not to 
make public the proposals we have 
received, and all I can tell you is that 
several tenders have been sent in, 
though not so m any as we would 
wish. W ith a view to having a wider 
range for selection, we have decided 
to 
extend 
the 
time 
for 
re­ 
ceiving 
applications 
till 
to-mor­ 
row (.Saturday) at 2 
p . m . 
I wish 
therefore that you would make a 
statem ent to th at effect in your paper. 
The building we will require will ne­ 
cessarily be a large one, with a sur­ 
face area of not less than 15,000 
square feet. 
As regards the present 
quarters, it is absolutely impossible 
to attem pt to do the work, handi­ 
capped as we are for want of room, in 
addition to our other lack of facilities. 
The working staff should be increased 
to at least forty, not counting the car­ 
riers. 
At 
the 
present 
time 
there 
are 
thirty-one 
nam es 
on 
the 
roll, 
five 
of 
whom 
are 
only 
engaged 
temporarily 
and 
subject to dismissal at any moment. 
In a short time it will also be neces­ 
sary to engage five or six more foot 
carriers and also another mounted 
collector for the outlying districts. 
I 
think there is no doubt but that per­ 
mission to increase the stall' will 
shortly be received, in fact I have 
official intim ation to that effect. 
No, there is no trouble in getting 
efficient men, but in my opiuion the 
rem uneration is totally inadequate to 
the responsible work done here. 
THE CHIEF TROUBLE 
Abont the working ot this office is that 
all the heavy mails come in between 
Ü and \) a . m ., and they all have tobe 
sorted while the public are waiting for 
them . Now if the mails came in in the 
evening the trouble could be easily 
settled for we could put on a night 
shift and during the “ silent hours” 
everything could be sorted and ar­ 
ranged and ready for the public the 
first thing in the morning. 
But this 
is of course impossible, as the over­ 
land 
trains 
cannot 
alter 
their 
time to suit our convenience. 
There 
will be a big rush here in a day or 
two when the delayed mails come in 
“ concluded 
the 
inspector,” 
and 
everyone connected with the estab­ 
lishm ent will have to work night and 
day to dispose of the m atter that is 
steadily accumulating.” 
The reporter thanked his informant 
for the news so courteously accorded 
and passing into th e lobby without was 
soon one of a host of interested 
spectators who were eagerly watching 
the movements of one of the postal 
emplovés as heincribed the following 
legend in chalk on the blackboard 
near the delivery w indow: 
* J a n u a ry 1 3 ,1 8 8 8 . 
“ Owing to the heavy snow block­ 
ades the Eastern mails will not arrive 
before next week. 
They are four 
days delayed now.”

The boys, both of whom were at­ 
tending school, thought to spend their 
vacation by taking a hunting trip in 
the mountains, and left their home in 
the Duarte on the 28th of Decem­ 
ber, taking with them their rifles, 
blankets and provisions for three 
days. 
As 
they 
had 
not 
re­ 
turned on the Sunday following their 
departure fears began to be enter­ 
tained th at all was not well with them, 
and on Monday, Jam es Applegate, 
father of the younger boy, and a friend 
or two, went to look for them . As re­ 
lated last week, their camn blankets 
and knapsack were found, but no trace 
of where the missing ones might be. 
The coming of the storm made the 
search difficult and the small rescuing 
party returned for reinforcements. The 
heavy rain of Tuesday afternoon and 
night made it impossible to start back 
then, but on Wednesday morning, one 
week ago to day, fifty earnest volun­ 
teers from Monrovia and Duarte started 
early to renew the search. 
After reaching the camp that the 
boys had occupied, and tracing them 
to the edge of a precipice, where they 
had endeavored to light a fire, but 
failed, the party descended into the 
canon, appearances indicating th at 
the boys had 
taken that course. 
Further search here discovered a bot­ 
tle in which the boys had enclosed a 
note, bearing their nam es and dated 
the 28th, the day which they left 
home, and on a blazed tree where 
some one had previously written a 
nam e, the boys had written their 
nam es. Near this point the cafion is 
branched in three different directions. 
The party was divided into three 
squads and eucli of the cafions ex­ 
plored. 
But the still heavy rains that 
continued to fall made the task diffi­ 
cult, and to add to the terrors of the 
situation snow on the higher portions 
of the mountains fell to a depth of 
nearly two feet, m aking it impossible 
to do but little satisfactory work. 
This party was compelled to return, 
but Mr. Applegate did not give up 
hope, and he has faithfully prosecuted 
the search, with more or less assist­ 
ance. For over eight days in succes­ 
sion he continued the search, sleeping 
in the mountains a num ber of nights, 
.an d a portion of the time amid the 


severe storms that prevailed. 
He 
lost hope of finding them alive, but 
has sought to discover their bodies, 
yet without avail. 
In conversation with those who are 
fam iliar with the mountains in the vi­ 
cinity of where the last tiaces of the 
missing ones were found, we learn 
that there are numerous crevices in 
th e granite masses, which are only a 
few feet in width and in places as 
much as 200 feet deep. 
It is much 
feared that they may have fallen into 
one of these rifts. 
If such be the case 
their bodies may never be found. In­ 
deed it would bo next to impossible 
to help a live person out of some of 
these crevices, even with the assist­ 
ance of ropes, so rugged are they. 
It is a terrible blow to Mr. and Mrs. 
Applegate, as Vincent was their only 
son, and was a lad of bright promise, 
cheerful and affectionate. The uncer­ 
tainty as to their fate makes it the 
more heartrending. 
The suspense 
and the great efforts made by the 
father have much exhausted him. 
The sympthy and assistance of all has 
been with them . 
Mr. Odeneal, the 
older of the boys, is a recent at rival 
from the Fast, having come out with 
1. B. Applegate, with whom he has 
lived for six years. 
He was 24 years 
old, and Vincent was but 14. Some 
thoughtless 
persons, 
through 
an 
evil 
propensity 
to gossip, circu­ 
lated the rejtort that Mr. Apple­ 
gate and his son had a misunder­ 
standing before he left home, and that 
he had run away. 
We have been re- 
juested to em phatically deny such a 
report, for there was never anything 
but the most perfect understanding 
between them , and he was a model 
son and exceedingly fond of home. 
These idle stories coming to their ears 
has intensified their grief. 
The re 
ports published in some of the valley 
papers that the bodies had been found 
were purely sensational and without 
a shadow of foundation. 
Last night Mr. Applegato and a 
num ber of friends went up to the 
mountains, 
and will continue the 
search to-day. 
The snow is partly 
melted away, and they hope their 
efforts will be crowned with success.

T h e C ity H a l l A g a in o n W h e e ls . 
At a meeting of the Special Com­ 
m ittee of the Council yesterday after­ 
noon, the New City Hall project ma­ 
terialized. The syndicate who own 
the St. Vincent property make the 
offer to exchange the block upon 
which the United States Military head­ 
quarters building now stands for the 
present City Hall property on Second 
etreet, and for the lot upon which the 
New City Hall has been begun on 
Fort street, with $150,000 boot. The 
syndicate estimate their property at 
$450,000 and the value of the city 
property at $300,000. They also indi­ 
cate that property owners in the vi­ 
cinity of the St. Vincent property will 
raise $75,000 of the $150,000 boot re­ 
quired from the city, together with 
such additional sum as would be 
necessary to compensate the con­ 
tractor 
who 
is 
now 
building 
th e ; new 
City 
Hall 
on 
Fort 
street for throwing up his contract. 
This, the promoters of the swap are 
understood to be willing to make one 
of the conditions of the transfer. 
As 
to the modus operandi of legally car­ 
rying out their proposition, the syndi­ 
cate say that the city’s property can 
be put up at auction, and they will 
bid $300,000 for it. 
If there are no 
other bidders they will take it at that. 
If more is bid for it by other parties 
the city will get the benefit of the 
surplus. W hen the whole subject was 
clearly explained to the special coin- 
m ittee of seven yesterday, a vote was 
taken, resulting in five in favor and 
two, Mayoi Workman and Council­ 
man Cuddy, not voting. 
The latter 
gentleman, however, talks favorably 
of the scheme, and will probably 
vote for it 
when 
it comes be­ 
fore the Council. This shows that the 
acceptance of the proposition by the 
Council is a foregone conclusion, and 
that the project will be carried through, 
for there are enough Councilmen out­ 
side of the Committee who aie in 
favor of the scheme to give the vote 
necessary to its passage. The friends 
of the proposition say that it will be a 
good thing for the city. They reason 
in this w ay: 
The 180-foot lot upon 
which the Now City Hall on Fort 
stieet is being erected will be closed 
in on both* sides by other buildings. 
It will have no grounds and inade­ 
quate light, and as a public building 
will be neither conspicuous, ornamen­ 
tal nor safe from conflagration. 
On 
the other band, they say, the city 
w ill have the entire block, bounded 
by Sixth and Seventh and Fort and 
Hill, with a building already erected 
that will meet the wants 
of the 
city for several years. There will 
also be ample space upon which to 
add wings to the structure and for 
city jail purposes, and to render it 
architecturally an ornament to Los 
Angeles. We recognize the strength 
of the reasons thus advanced, but 
look upon the location as being incon­ 
veniently distant at the present time 
for a City Hall. In the course of 
three or four years this objection may 
be removed. But just now it is too 
far from the business center. Another 
objection we find to the scheme is the 
constant placing of the City Hall on 
wheels. 
It has been carted from 
Spring street to Second, from Second 
to Fort, and all this within a few 
years. Put it in motion again and the 
question will be, where is it going to 
; stop ? The next Council may take it 
into their heads to sell all the vacant 
lots in the St. Vincent block, and 
I succeeding Council may seize upon 
i that fact to put it on wheels again. 
\ The same property and speculative 
t interests that now want to cart it to 
L Bixth street, may want to move it 
I' farther a few' years hence. 
The 
|«p irit of change, animated by the 
[spirit of speculation, may thus defeat 
th e object of permanent location in- 
eflnitely. 
The present location on 
| Fort 
street 
is 
central, 
and 
t is a prime advantage. If the new 
teme 
can

I City Hall now in coarse of con- 
iction is built, the chances will be 
¡ply in favor of its permanency 
We shall recur to this sub­ 
In the meantime we cannot 
dp looking with distrust upon this 
«m e, although those who favor it 
lent

og reasons in favor of it. 


TUB Ureal Hegira. 
All comers from the East represent 
an unprecedented movement on foot 
to fill up Southern California with 
tourists and permanent settlers. The 
fact which inspired the recent raise in 
fares for passage from Missouri points 
to this State is simply the inadequacy 
of all present transportation facilities 
to meet the demand being made on 
the railroads by the army of people 
pressing this way. 
A resident of this city received a 
letter from a friend in Massachusetts 
th e other day, which stated that in 
one small town in the old 
Bay 
State there were at that time no less 
than seventy families who bad all 
their belongings packed up ready lo 
depart for Los Angeles, but that they 
could not begin their journey because 
the railroad had no means of trans­ 
porting them across the continent. 
As things stand now, travelers have to 
take their turn to come out by cars 
from m any places in the Eastern 
States. 
One of the latest to return from the 
Atlantic side of the continent is Mr. 
Joseph I). Lynch, who for nearly fif­ 
teen years has spoken to the readers 
of the H e r a l d through its editorial 
columns. 
His story fully corrobo- 
orates

of 
all 
who 
visit 
the 
East. 
The 
interest 
in this section is general. 
The 
entire community in all parts of the 
Union delight to hear of our State, 
and desire to visit it sooner or later. 
W henever one encounters 
an old 
Californian, be it at whatever point it 
may be beyond the Rockies, it will 
soon be developed in a half-hour’s 
conversation that the warmest spot 
in his heart is that where his love for 
California still lives. The brightest 
spot in his memory is that where the 
days he spent in the Golden State, by 
the sunset sea, is treasured. These 
old 
pioneers 
have 
done 
much 
and are 
doing 
much 
to crea e 
an interest in a State which can 
arouse so m uch enthusiasm in the 
m ind of those who have been absent 
from her soil for twenty years. 
The gist of the whole m atter is that 
the great hegira to the Pacific Coast 
has but begun. 
The thousands who 
come this year are but the vanguard 
of the tens of thousands who will 
come next year. 
So in a geometric 
ratio the movement goes on until we 
shall see here at the end of another 
half decade the most densely packed 
population in the country. 


S o m e time since a citizen from Salt 
Lake City returned home from a visit 
to Los Angeles. A reporter of the 
Tribune published in the city of the 
Modern Saints, interviewed this per­ 
son, and he gave a not very flattering 
account of this city and of the climate 
of Southern California. 
He thought 
the seasonal changes of the climate 
of U tah far preferable to the dead 
level monotony of our semi-tropic 
tem perature. Our people will prob­ 
ably returned 
the compliment by 
a most enthusiastic preferance for 
their own sunny clime in view of 
the following glowing description of 
those seasonable U tah changes as ex­ 
plained more in detail by an official 
of the Central Pacific Railroad and 
given in an interview published in 
the San Francisco Pouf of recent d ate: 
J . A. Fillmore told me yesterday 
that the railroad people had never so 
many difficulties to encounter in the 
way of cold as they have had lately. 
He tells me that the Central Pacific 
has eight engines frozen up at Kelton 
and four engines in another small 
place on the line. 
“ The cold,” says he, “ in Utah is 
something terrible; and the cattle on 
the ranges are suffering fearfully. 
The cold weather drives the cattle 
out of the mountains, and they bunch 
upon our railroad lines because the 
passing 
trains 
make the country 
along the track warm, and there is 
not so m uch snow. 
Our men have 
had to stop the trains and drive the 
cattle oft’the track. 
In some instan­ 
ces they have had to kill the cattle 
and drag them off the track before 
the trains could proceed. 
There 
are 
thousands 
of 
cattle 
bunched 
up 
along 
the 
railroad tracks. ” 
Prom 
this, 
it 
would appear that next year we shall 
be suff ering from a cattle famine. The 
more one thinks of it the more is one 
inclined to believe that there is not 
much money in the cattle business on 
this W estern slope. 
A gentleman 
who has been 
traveling 
through 
Manitoba 
and 
the other 
British 
Provinces says that when in Canada 
in October, beef cattle which were to 
be shipped to England, were selling 
at $50 a head. 
Rather different to 
what it is in the cattle countries of 
California and Oregon, where fine 
fat cattle have been bought on the 
range for $18 and $20 a head. 
And 
the raisers thought they were lucky. 


T h e H e r a l d ’s suggestion calls for 
animadversion only for its possible 
remote bearing on the office of Chief 
of Police. 
It can have no present 
value. 
What the H e r a l d desires is 
that the Chief of Police be elected by 
a vote of the people. 
We have tried 
to think our esteemed contemporary 
not in earnest; but if we must regard 
the suggestion as made in seriousness, 
and for influence on the Freeholders, 
then it is not too soon to protest against 
it. 
The mere hint of such a inode 
of appointment of a Chief of Police, is 
enough to cause anxiety. 
Adopt that 
mode, and except by the rarest acci­ 
dent, the two worst men for the posi­ 
tion, in the two great parties, would 
be nominated every time, and the 
worse man of the two would be 
elected. 
Sad confession, 
but the 
truth. 
It would not be in the power 
of the “better classes” to prevent 
such a scandalous disposition of the 
office. 
It is so extremely unwise and 
even dangerous a suggestion that we 
shall look to see the H e r a l d withdraw 
it or explain it away.—[Tribune. 
Our contempory is as usual a bit 
obscure on this point. Coming as it 
does in comparison with some pro­ 
position from the Times touching the 
election of a Chief of Police in the 
present

table shows a lie on the part of the 
San Francisco paper 9 degrees in 
length. 
There must be malice in this 
kind of persistent misrepresentation, 
for it requires studious manipulation 
of the figures to produce it.

broad truth, that in trying to injure 
Los Angeles they hurt their own sec­

the Legislature as herein provided for 
the approval of the charter.

Illinois Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb. The heredity tendency is sup­ 
posed to be herein indicated.

Statistics

of Calixtos. The other represents a 
woman praying; she is clad in a 
tunic, with a veil on her head, a 
necklace of pearl, and arms out­ 
stretched. This is believed to be the 
first specimen of a Homan house in 
which scenes of a Christian character 
have been found represented. Such 
subjects have hitherto been found 
only in the catacombs.”

VALUABLE DECISION

The following interesting decision 
by Judge Ross, of the United States 
Court, in the case of Hughes vs. Caw- 
thorn, is presented: 
In the Circuit Court of the United 
States, North Circuit, Southern Dis­ 
trict of California. Hughes vs. Caw 
thorn, No. 23. 
There is but a single question in 
tliis case, and that relates to the 
boundaries of the Rancho Tujunga, a 
Mexican grant, confirmed and pat­ 
ented by the Government of the 
United States. 
At the trial it 
conceded by the respective parties 
th at if the land in controversy is to be 
south of the northerly line of the 
rancho the plaintiff is entitled to re 
cover, otherwise net. There is no 
dispute iu respect to the starting 
I>oint of theTujunga, which is also the 
third station of the adjoining rancho 
ex-mission of San Fernando, and is 
situated at the m outh of a cañada on 
the south base of the San Fernando 
M ountains. 
From this point of the 
beginning the line, according to the 
patent, runs along the base of the 
San Fernando Mountains a given 
course and distance to the stake sta­ 
tion ; thence a certain other course 
and distance to a stake station; thence 
a certain other course and distance to a 
stake station ; thence a certain other 
course and distance to a stake station 
on the south base of a mountain, op­ 
posite which point, it is declared, the 
Tujunga valley, bearing east and west, 
is about fifty’ chains wide; thence a 
certain other course and distance to a 
stake station ; thence a certain other 
course and distance to “ a sycamore 
six inches in diameter marked T. *•' 
S ta tio n th e n c e “ south 11 ° 45 east 
eleven chains to Tujunga creek, 20 
links wide, course west, thirty-three 
chains to a stake station;” thence 
“ south 4 7 ° 30 east, at seven chains 
across a dry arroyo, 30 links wide, 
course west, thirty-seven chains to a 
stake station;” thence “ south 22° 
east, ninety-six chains to a stake sta 
t io n th e n c e “ south 80 ° east, ninety- 
six chains to a gray granite rock, 
eighteen inches long, twelve inches 
wide and two inches thick, station, on 
th e southwest slope of a high moun­ 
ta in ;” thence etc. 
That there is a mistake somewhere 
in the description, is adm itted on both 
sides. 
If, commencing at the starting 
point, the line be run according to the 
course and distances given, it will not 
follow the base of the San Fernando 
mountains, as in the patent it is de­ 
clared to do, but so far deflects into 
the valley as that when station six 
is reached it is fixed at a point 
not, as declared in the patent, on the 
south base of a mountain, but 18 
chains therefrom, iu the valley, and 
within 103 feet of the Tujunga Creek, 
and opposite which point the Tu­ 
junga Valley, bearing ea9t and west, 
is not, as stated in the patent, about 
fifty chains 
wide, but 
thirty five 
chains only. 
Still following the courses and dis­ 
tances given in the patent, the line 
between stations 0 and 7 continue in 
the valley, crossing to the south of the 
creek, and between stations 7 and 8, 
crosses the same creek twice. 
As shov a in the plan of the rancho 
annexed to tiie patent and forming 
part of it, the line from station 8 to 
station 8, follows the m ountains and 
does not cross or touch the creek at 
all. 
In running front station 8 to sta­ 
tion 9 the line, according to the de­ 
scription given in the patent, at elev­ 
en chains crosses the Tujunga creek, 
course west, 20 links wide, and in 
running from station 9 to station 10, 
at seven chains crosses a dry arroyo 
30 links w ide; and the plat annexed 
to the patent so represents it. 
Continuing the course and dis­ 
tances as given in the patent to sta­ 
tion 12, that point is found not as 
declared in the patent, on the south­ 
west slope of a high mountain at a 
gray granite rock, but far out in the 
valley, about eighteen chains from a 
gray granite rock, which, according 
to the testimony in the case, is found 
on the southwest slope of a monntain, 
aud which is one of the boundaries of 
the adjoining Rancho La Cañada, and 
a point from which the adjoining Gov­ 
ernm ent land was surveyed. 
Of the 
rock in question, Lecouvreur, the sur­ 
veyor who made the survey of the 
Rancho La Cañada about the year 
1878, said at the tria l: “ It was a very 
conspicuous rock, and it was naturally 
such as a surveyor would take as a 
boundary mark, because there were 
no large rocks to be seen there any­ 
where.” 
The evidence shows that this rock 
lias for many years been recognized 
by the people in the neighborhood as 
a common point in the boundaries of 
Ranchos Tujunga and La Cañada, and 
th at it was so recognized by the Gov­ 
ernm ent surveyors in making the 
survey 
of the Government 
land 
in the viciniiy, is beyond dispute 
Narway, the United States Deputy, 
surveyor who made the survey of tile 
Government land, testified on the 
trial of the case to the efl’ect that, 
when he did so, which was a number 
of years ago, he ran from the gray 
granite rock in question back to 
Station 11 of the Tujunga, and there 
found the old monument and thus sat­ 
isfied himself of the true location of 
the rock. 
But what to my mind conclusively 
establishes that the gray granite rock 
referred to in the evidence, is the 
gray granite rock described in the 
patent, and at which station 12 of the 
Tujunga is thereby fixed, is, that by 
accepting that as station 12 reversing 
the courses and ditches the line so 
run answers all of the natural calls of 
th e patent and conforms to the plat of 
the survey therein embodied. 
It is 
true that at eleven chains to the 
southeast of station 8,as thus located, 
the Tujunga creek is not now found, 
nor is there now at that station a syc­ 
amore tree. 
But the evidence shows 
that the Tujunga creek is a changea­ 
ble stream, discharging in the rainy 
season tremendous volumes of water, 
and while it is, along the easterly line 
of the Rancho, confined by the hills 
to somewhat 
narrow 
limits, yet, 
within those lim its, it, like many 
other California streams that serve as 
an outlet for a large water shed, often 
shifts. The stream of this year, there­ 
fore, may not be, and often is not, 
the stream of the next. In traversing 
by the reversed courses and distances 
given in the patent between stations 
9 and 8 the line strikes what is now a 
narrow alfalfa patch, which is just 
eleven chains southeast of station 8, 
as located by such reversed courses 
and distances, and which is lower 
than the present bed of the stream 
and within the limits of the Tujunga 
cañón, as defined by the hills. I am 
satisfied that this alfalfa patch waB 
the bed of the Tujunga creek at the 
tim e of the government survey of the 
rancho. 
At station 8 as thus located there ¡6 
now no sycamore, but the evidence 


shows that it is located in one of 
number of small cafions running 
northerly from the Tujunga cafion, in 
some of which, similar in all respects 
to that in which station 8 is thus lo­ 
cated, sycamore trees are now stand­ 
ing anil growing, and in some of 
which stum ps of others that have 
been cut down are still standing; 
and two witnesses, whose veracity 
there 
is 
no 
reason 
to 
doubt, 
testified th at during the trial of 
this case thev went into the cañón in 
which, by the reversed courses and 
distances from the grey granite rock, 
station 8 is located, and about one 
hundred yards below the point found 
some small limbs and branches of 
sycamore, some of which were partly 
imbedded in sand. 
They testified 
further that the limbs and brauches 
did not have the appearance of hav­ 
ing been put in position for a pur­ 
pose. 
As it is a m atter of common 
knowledge, as well as one of evidence 
in the present case, that the cutting of 
wood in the mountains and cañons 
hereabouts is not uncommon, it is not 
«unreasonable to conclude, if other 
cim im stances sufficiently combine to 
loeate station 8 in the cañón in ques 
tion. that the sycamore called for in 
the patent at that station, was subse­ 
quently cut down and that the syca­ 
more branches above referred to came 
from it. 
Continuing the reversed courses and 
distances from station 8, the line runs 
along the base of the mountains, as 
represented on the plat annexed to 
the patent, to station 0, which, as 
thus located, answers the calls of 
the patent almost exactly. 
Most 
of 
the 
witnesses 
who 
testified 
the 
point, 
testified, and 
photograph of the premises introduced 
in evidence shows clearly, that station 
t>, as thus located is at as near the 
base of a prominent mountain, which 
runs out from the range of mountains, 
while it is true that the base of u 
mountain is an indefinite call, yet, at 
the point now in question, there is a 
very narrow slope to the south—in 
width about 300 feet, between the 
mountain itself and a somewhat pre­ 
cipitation bluff, and opposite the point 
on the slope where 
the reversed 
courses and distances locate station U, 
the Tujunga Valley, bearing east and 
west is just fifty-three chains wide. 
I 
think therefore that station tí. as thus 
located, well answers the call of the 
patent which declares it to be “ on 
the south base of a mountain, op]>osite 
which ]>oint the 
Tujunga 
Valley, 
bearing east and west, is about fifty 
chains wide.” 
Still following the reversed courses 
and distances the line runs along the 
base of the San Fernando mountains 
to station 1. If, however, from sta­ 
tion 1 the line be run in accordance 
with the course and distance gi veil iu 
the patent, it is found to terminate 
a number of chains to the north 
of 
the 
acknowledged 
point 
of beginning. 
But as that is a well 
known aud adm itted point in the 
boundary aud as the grey granite 
rock is another point therein well and, 
I think, thoroughly established, and 
as the line, running from the i>oint of 
beginning in accordance with the 
courses and distances given does not 
conform to a single one of the natural 
calls, whereas bv going to the grey 
granite rock and reversing the courses 
and distances given all of the natural 
calls are answered, the conclusion I 
think is clear that the mistake is in 
the first course and distance. 
But as 
the point of beginning is a known and 
conceded point and station 1 is fixed 
by the reversed courses and distances 
from the granite rock, agreeing as 
they do with the natural calls, the 
course and distance between station 1 
and the point of beginning must give 
way and the line be closed by a 
straight line drawn between the two 
ascertained and known points. 
The fact that the mistake is in the 
first course and distance is further 
shown by the circumstance that, com­ 
mencing at the point of beginning and 
following the course and distance 
given, 
the 
line 
does 
not 
as 
th e i>atent declares it 
does, run 
along the base of the San Fernando 
m ountains, but runs into the open val­ 
ley the distance given, and then, still 
in the oj>en valley, a number of other 
and varying courses and distances, 
without any apparent reason for the 
frequent changes of course, resulting 
in locating station 6 not, as stated in 
the patent, on the south base of a 
mountain, but in the valley and at a 
point opposite which the Tujunga val­ 
ley is not, as declared in the patent, 
al>out fifty chains wide, but thirty-five 
chains only; whereas by following 
the base of the mountains* as declared 
in the patent, the reason for the 
changes of the course are obvjous, 
being caused by the meandering of 
the mountains, and station G is so 
located as to auswer almost exactly 
the patent call. 
The location of the ranch house in 
the field notes is only with respect to 
the west line of the rancho, concern­ 
ing which no dispute arises. 
My conclusion is that the land in 
ontroversv is within the true lines of 
the Tujunga patent and as a conse­ 
quence. that plaintiff is entitled to 
judgment. 
It is so ordered.
